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THE NOTIFIABLE DISEASES 
PREVALENCE DURING 1939 IN STATES 


The tables which appear on the following pages have been compiled from data 
furnished by the health officers of the several States and the District of Columbia. 
The data for syphilis and gonorrhea were furnished by the Division of Venereal 
Diseases of the Public Health Service. The figures for tularaemia and undulant 
fever have been supplemented by reports received from other sources.

Morbidity reports for 1939 were received from all the States (including the 
District of Columbia), and mortality data were received from all States except 
New Hampshire. 

Referring to the case rates and death rates it will be noted that the numbers of 
States included in the various morbidity and mortality items in the summary differ 
with the different diseases and also with certain items presented under a particular 
disease. Cases of some diseases are not reported by some States, or are incom- 
pletely reported, while certain States report more deaths from some diseases than 
cases. In such instances the deaths are also used as cases and no case fatality 
rates are computed. 

The populations given in the tables and used in computing case and death rates 
were estimated as of July 1, 1939, by the Public Health Service, and are based on 
the populations for 1930 and preliminary figures for 1940 populations as published 
by the Bureau of the Census. 

The estimated expectancy, given in the summary for some of the diseases, is 
the result of an attempt to ascertain from the experience of recent vears how many 
cases of the disease under consideration might be expected in 1939. The esti- 
mated expectancy is the median number of cases reported for the years 1932 to 
1938, inclusive. 

In comparing the figures for 1939 with the estimated expectancy, or with 
reports for preceding years, it should be borne in mind that there has been a 
gradual improvement in the reporting of notifiable diseases. An increase in the 
number of cases reported may be due to better reporting of the particular disease 
rather than to an increase in the number of cases occurring. 

A relatively large number of reported cases of a notifiable disease, as indicated 
by a high case rate (and more especiaily when accompanied by a relatively small 
number of deaths), usually means that the health department of that State is 
active and that the cases of the disease are being well reported by the practicing 
physicians. It does not necessarily mean that the disease is more prevalent in 
that State than in other States. 

In some instances comparatively large numbers of cases of diseases reported in 
certain Statesmay be due to the system of reporting rather than to unusual preva- 
lence of the diseases. For instance, in Mississippi physicians report some diseases 
monthly to the State health officer, giving the number of cases occurring in their 
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practice during the month. This method of reporting probably is responsible in 
part, at least, for the comparatively large numbers of cases of certain diseases 
reported in Mississippi.

There has been no case of cholera originating in the 
United States since 1911, although there have been some imported cases and 
eases developing from contact therewith.

During the year 1939, one case of bubonic plague was reported in Millard 
County, Utah. 

In Hawaii Territory, 1 case of pneumonic plague, which proved fatal, was 
reported in Paauhau Mauka Camp, Hamakua District, Island of Hawaii, on 
December 24, 1939. 


YELLOW FEVER (388) 


During the year 1939 no case of yellow fever or death from this disease was 
reported in continental United States. The last death from yellow fever in 
the United States occurred in an immigrant from Mexico at Houston, Tex., 
October 8, 1924, since which date no case has originated in the United States.
